Two separate bombings in 
ferusalemn's Old City area yesterday 
tent nine people to the hospital, all of 
hem with light injuries. 

The two bombings came in the 
wake of a bus explosion earlier this 
week that injured 22 persons, In- . 
cluding one seriously. 

Yesterday's bombings were the 
14th and 15th of this month, which" 
has already seen four people killed 
and more than 60 injured in terrorist 
incidents. 

The first bombing yesterday, 
which injured six, took place when 
an explosive charge hidden in a 
crate was placed at an entrance ser- 
ving 4 restaurant and a butcher shop 
on David Street, the main shopping 
thoroughfare of the market. The 
bomb was placed not far from where 
another device exploded several 
months ago and the explosion alight- 
ly damaged some surrounding 
stores. 

Ambulances and security vehicles 
rushed through the centre of 
Jerusalem and were on the scene 
within minutes of the explosion. The 
injured were four Arabs whose 
names have not been released, and 
Miriam Machmouche, and her 19- 
year-old son Rafl, who were taken to 
the Hospice Hospital and to 
Hadassah Hospital. All the injuries 
were described as light, a hospital 
spokesman said. 

After security officials’ searched 
the area and questioned witnesses, 
the market was reopened to traffic. 

In the second incident, three peo- 
ple were slightly injured when δ 
hand grenade was thrown from the 
Old City wall at a crowd near 
Herod's Gate standing outside the 
walls of the city. 

One of the injured was Paul White, 
ἃ 27-year-old English volunteer at 
Kibbutz Mishmar Hasharon. 

The other two injured were Gila 
“Haberman, 18, also from’ Mishmer 
Hasharon, and Amira Sima. 28, from 
Bat Yam.

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. govern:

The government will have to pay a 


cost-of-living increment in January, 
economists in Jerusalem said last 


night after a three-hour meeting 


between Finance Minister Simha 
Ehriich and Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yeroham Meshel. 

Ehrlich promised to take the 
Histadrut's demand for a C-o-L In- 
crement next month to the govern- 
ment and give Meshel an answer 
within a week. If. the government 
Says yes, the increment will 
probably be 13 per cent. 

Before the meeting Meshel warned 


that there was unrest among the 


workers and said that If the govern- 
ment did not pay the Increment in 
January, there would be “‘chaos” as 
the Histadrut would make new wage 
demands in the government as well 
as in the private-sector. 

Deputy Finance Minister Yehezkel 
Flomin and Director-General 
Amiram Sivan, who also par- 
ticipated in the meeting, expressed 
opposition to a new increment 
because of the inflationary effects 
they said it would have. 

Ehrlich cautioned Meshel that if 
the Increment was given in January 
it might lead to the closure of fac- 
tories. He said too that the C-o-L In- 
crement was an “illusion" because it 
would cause price rises. The 
minister safd that he did not want to 
enter into conflict with the Histadrut 
and promised that during February 
he would examined the labour 
federation’s demand to link income 
tax brackets by 100 per cent to the 
consumer price index, as was done 
this year. 

The chairman of the Histadrut’s 
Trade Union Department, Yisrael 
Kessar, sald that C-o-L increments 
will be given next year on the basis 
of increased productivity. Histadrut 
Central Committee member Naftall 
Ben-Moshe said that the government 
should absorb money from the well- 
to-do. Consumer Authority chairman 
Nuzhat Katzav expressed opposition 
to the system of creeping cuts, which 
she sald was in fact a system of 
“galloping cuts." 

Ehrlich agreed with the Histadrut 
representatives that it was the 
government that was causing infla- 
tion and proposed a tripartite 
meeting between the government, 
the Histadrut and industrialists to 
discuss ways to restrain it.

Dayan will meet Khalil 
and Vance in Europe

Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan is to meet at the weekend 
with Egypt’s Premier Mustapha 
Khalil and U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance in an effort to 
put the derailed trenty talks 
back on track. Their 
will take place on Sunday, 


probably in Brussels, but 


possibly in Geneva. 

Dayan flew to Brussels esterday 
for economic talks with an 
delegation under West Germanys 5 
Foreign Minister, Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher. Vance wil be in Geneva 
teday and tomorrow for SALT talks 
with his Soviet cdunterpart, Andrei 
Gromyko. 

The meeting will not be a rexump- 
tion of the negotiations. Rather, the 
three men will discusa how to 
resume the formal talka which 
Geadlocked following Vance's un- 
succeaatul shuttle last week. 

But the fact that Israel and Egypt 
are talking again, after the sourness 
and recriminations of recent days, is 
plainly encouraging — and bears out 
Dayan’s statement to the Knesset 
late Tuesday night (reported in 
yesterday's Jerusalem Post) that 
the deadiock did not necessarily 
spell the end of the treaty talks. 


Observers noted on Tuesday that 
Dayan's tone seemed to change 
markedly between his brief, sombre 
statement to the House at the start of 
the marathon political debate, and 
his much more upbeat-sounding 
speech rounding off the debate six 
hours later. 

The indications are that the 
meeting with Khalil and Vance was 
set up during the intervening hours. 
At 4:15 Dayan and his director- 
general, Yosef Ciechanover, were 
seen entering a meeting between 
Premier Begin and 4 visiting delega- 
tion from the European Parliament 
and whispering urgently into the 

e@ minister's ear. An official told 
The Post at the time that they were 
discussing “something to do with 
Dayan's visit to Brussels." 

Premier Begin refused to be 
@rawn last night by newsmen’s 
questions about the likely outcome of 
the meeting. “Let's wait and see."" 
he said. He confirmed that the 
meeting would be ‘procedural! 
rather than substantive." 

The premier met with Dayan 
before his departure to Brussels, ap- 
parently for a last-minute survey of 
Israel's position on the substantive 
issues in dispute and on the 
possibilities for resuming the talks. 

(AP reported from Cairo that 
Egypt has no objection to a U.S.- 


proposed meeting between Khalll 
and Dayan, a highly placed official 
source said Wednesday. The source, 
who declined to be identified, said 
Cairo was awaiting a statement 
from Washington to define con- 
ditions and implications of the plann- 
ed meeting.) 

At Ben-Gurion Alrport Dayan 
denied flatly that there were any 
plans for htm to meet with an Egyp- 
tian leader or any other Arad 
statesman. His mission, he said, was 
to discuss EEC tariffs on Israeli 
citrus exports and also to consult 
over Greece's imminent accession to 
the community and the fact thet 
Greece does not have full diplomatfe 
relations with Israel.

Intense diplomatic effort under way 
to schedule meeting in Brussels

WASHINGTON. -— Intensive 
diplomatic efforts between the 
Israel, Egyptian and U.S. 
governments have been under way 
here for more than 48 hours in the 
attempt to schedule a meeting 
between Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan, Egyptian Prime Minister 
Mustafa Khalil, and U.S. Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance for the 
weekend, according to well-placed 

sources here. 

But U.S. sources said the meeting, 
which would be held in Brussels, had 
not yet been finalized. 

A U.S. State Department 
spokesman had ‘‘na comment'’ when 
asked about the possibilities of such 
a session. 

But it has been learned that Vance 
and other senior U.S. officials want 
the meeting to take place in order to 
improve the sour atmosphere 


between the three governments, 


which has resulted from the failure 
to meet last Sunday's three-month 
deadline for signing the peace trea- 
ty. 


Because of the upcoming 


Christmas-New Year's holidays, 
‘Vance would he expected to return to 
Washington immediately following a 
meeting wa Geyan and Khalil, but 
would hope τὸ ἐὰν the groundwork for 
further negotiations early in 
January. 
Neither the State Department nor 
the White House had any official 
reaction to the’ Knesset’s 
overwhelming vote on Tuesday 
which criticized recent U.S. policy in 
the negotiations. 

White House spokesman Jody

want to be “drawn into” a discussion 


of the reasons for the failure to meet - 


the deadline. He said such ἃ discus-

Powell's statement reflected the 
administration's efforts over the 
past two days to try to defuse the ten- 
sion between Washington and 
Jerusalem and to end the 
recriminations between the two 
governments over responsibility for 
the unsuccessful Vance mission to 
the Middle East last week. 

This effort to improve the at- 
mosphere and to move forward in 
the negotiations was also apparent to 
five American Jewish leaders who 
met with Vance and other U.S. of- 
ficials on Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, Israeli sources have 
indicated that Israe! may be ready to 
reconsider its stance on an earlier, 
phased withdrawal from ἘΠ Arish if 
that would lead to an Egyptian 
willingness to exchange am- 
bassadors with Israel immediately 
following the interim Sinai pullback, 
nine months after the treaty signing.

Partial Sinai pullback halted

The Defence Ministry on Monday 
night ordered the pullback of 
military fequipment from Sinai, 
which started in mid-November, to 
be stopped. 

The decision followed a series of 
protests to the government after it 
was published earlier in the day that 
the military pullback of non- 
essential material was continuing 
despite the impasse in the 
diplomatic process towards peace. 

Despite reports yesterday that 
orders had been given to halt the 
pullback, an eyewitness told The 
Jerusulem Post last night that 
trucks carrying pre-fabricated 
buildings were seen returning from 
Sinai yesterday afternoon. 

The decision to halt the pullback, 
sources in the Defence Ministry told 
The Post last night, ia “of no political 
significance,” and was not intended 
as a ‘diplomatic message” of any 
kind. ‘The decision was taken simp- 
ly because the peace process had 
stalled and a pullback no longer 
seemed imminent," the source con- 
tinued. 

According to other sources, 
however, the decision to stop the 
pullback was taken after lengthy dis- 
cussions on how the move would be 
perceived by the international com- 
munity. Demands from key defence 
figures were made to halt the 
pullback over the weekend, but were 
initially. rejected because of the 
negative implications such a move 
would have created.

Lebanese army chief 
gets defence post 


BEIRUT (UPI). — President Elias 
Serkis yesterday appointed army 
commander Maj. Gen. Victor 
Khoury as defence minister in a 
shake-up apparently aimed at 
strengthening the fledgling, 9,000- 
man army. 

He replaced Fuad Butros, who 
resigned the defence portfolio but 
maintained his posts as deputy 
prime minister and foreign minister. 

Maj. Gen. Khoury will also keep 
his army post. 

The change was decided at a 
cabinet meeting chaired by Sarkis to 
discuss the implementation of 
security resolutions adopted at a re- 
cent meeting of Arab foreign 
ministers and endorsed by the 
cabinet last month. The resignation 
of Maronite Christian Planning 
Minister Michel Doumit was also 
accepted, but no successor was nam- 
ed in the announcement on the state- 
run Beirut Radio.

Uriel Hefetz, an Israel Defence 
Prize winner and Medal of 
recipient, died this week of injuries 
he sustained during heroic effarts to 
rescue schoolgirls trapped in a 
terrorist-held building in Ma‘alot in 
May 1974, Hefetz, who was 52, was 
buried on Tuesday at Mount Herzl 
with full military honours. 

Hefetz, who began an jiustrious 
engineering career in 1948 by design: 
ing the Mount Zion cable car, was 
Viennese. At an early age he came to 
Jerusalem, where he graduated 
from the Rehavia high school and 
became'a member of Betar. 

A member of the IZ, he par- 
tlelpated in blowing up the then 
British-held Russian Compound, and 
was arrested and deported to 
Eritrea by the British. In 1948 he 
returned to Israe) in time to build the 
eabdle car that connected Mount Zion 
and the hospital acroas the Hinnom 
Valley during the War of 
Independence. 

The. cable car carried up to 250 
kilos, and was used to evacuate 
wounded and deploy ammunition on 
the besieged hill. 

In 1913. Hefetz was awarded the 
Israe] Defence Prize, for providing 
“eountless solutions to technical 
problems facing the defence es- 
tablishment on a voluntary basis 
over the years."” ᾿ 

He was awarded“the Medal of 
Courage for his voluntary efforts, as 
ἃ civilian, to evacuate wounded men 
on the Golari Heights during the Yom 
Kippur War. 

In May 1974, Hefetz area ae to 
Ma'alot during the terrorist si 
there which énded in the deaths of a7 
Israelis. He was wounded by a 
terrorist hand grenade that exploded 
near bim and ever since the incident 
was paralysed.

The one-million tourist arrivals 
figure will again be reached this 
year. 

In the perlod January to 
November 892,000 visitors arrived 
here. This is a 9 per cent increase 
over the corresponding period last 
year, according to Dr. R. Bar-On, 
head of statistics at the Ministry of 
Industry, Trade and Tourism. 

Over 802,000 arrived at Ben-Gurion 
Airport, 107,000 on brief cruise ship 
visits. and 15.000 by sea. Of the 
remainder, nearly 70,000 came vis 
overland routes, These included 380,- 
000 visitors originating from North 
America. 14,000 from European 
countries and 11,000 from Jordan.

Tourism from the U.S. has declin- 
ed to only 25 per cent of the total. In 
past years the U.S. accounted for 
more than 50 per cent of all tourists.

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Shavit blasts businessmen 


for passivity in 


the face of 


govt economic bluridering 


The government functions 
aimlessly. ‘it does not know whether 
it is coming or going," and the coun- 
try'’s businesamen just sit by like 

‘lambs without raising their voices. 

That indictment came yesterday 
trom Avraham Shavit, president of 
{he Manufacturers Association, inan 
address to the annual convention of 
the Israe! Management Centre, at 
Jerusa'’em’s Binyenel Ha’ooma. 


In an impasaloned speech to 
thousands of top business executives 
who jammed the main auditorium, 
Shavit declared: ‘If our economy is 
on the skids today. we have only 
ourselves to blame. The government 
and its senior administrators do not 
know what they are doing. All they 
do is produce plans. But there is very 
Hittle thinking about the execution of 
those plans.” 

Shavit cited the relocation of the 
IDF"s southern defence network from 
Sinai to the Negev. ''For a year now,” he 
chided his audience, “the govern- 
ment has been talking about Project 
Negev. How come nothing has been 
heard from you people out there? Do 
you realize that two-thirds of our 
land [4 to become a military arsenal, 


or that the area between Ellat and 
Beersheba is to become one large 
military base?** 

“Such grandiose plans, as vital as 
they may be, require some form of 
response from the business com- 
munity. But it hag not come. Instead, 
Israel's businessmen refuse to speak 
up on vital issues, and accept 
government mediocrity without 


Shavit fears that the hoped-for

Dollar declines for third day 
on European stock exchanges 


LONDON (Reuter). — The dollar 
tumbled on European foreign ex- 
change markets yesterday for the 
third day running as the currency 
turmoil sparked off by last 
weekend's increase in of) prices 
‘worsened. 

The dollar's heaviest losses were 
against the currencies of West Ger- 
many and Switzerland. ᾿ 

Saudi Arabia — the world's 
biggest ofl exporter -- yesterday 
found itself forced to revalue {ts rial 
slightly upwards against the U.S. 
currency, according to money 
market sources in Bahrain. 


A lower dollar cushions exporting 
nations against the higher price of 
oil, but Opec has warned that should 
the dollar continue to depreciate, it 
would raise oil prices again to com- 
pensate for the loss of revenue. 

The dollar has borne the brunt of 
the currency unrest caused by the 
Opec price rise, because America Is 
the world’s biggest oi] consumer. 
The cost increase will add $4b. to 
America's oi] import bill next year. 

The unrest of the world’s currency 
markets has given a new glitter to 
gold, although the U.S. Treasury 
sold 1.5 million ounces Monday as 


part of an earlier dollar-defence 
package.

NOT LONG after the outgoing Israeli Ambassador in 
Washington, Simha Dinitz, took office he was confronted with 
the crisis situation arising from the Yom Kippur War. His posi- 
tion as a close confidant of Golda Meir and his own personal ef- 
forts combined to establish his competence and authority with 
the U.S. Government, the Congress and the Jewish community. 

Ephraim Evron, the new ambassador-designate, a veteran 
diplomat, has now arrived in Washington to be confronted by 
another crisis, although of a different order — a tough, even 
bitter, dispute between the Israe] Government and the Carter 
Administration over the present impasse in the peace 
negotiations. 

But here the similarity ends. For since Mr. Begin took office, 
the Israel Embassy in Washington has been systematically dis- 
regarded in the formulation and execution of policy. Mr. Begin 
and Mr. Dayan have themselves taken direct hold of policy in- 
volving Israel-U.S. relations, and have largely shunted aside the 
professional diplomatic staff which should have been harnessed 
for proper preparation of decision-making. And they have 
generally preferred to communicate to Washington through the 
U.S. Embassy in Tel Aviv, rather than through their am- 
bassador in the U.S. capital 

Were this simply a matter of prestige or personal relations, it 
would be of little public interest. But by side-stepping the Israe) 
Embassy in Washington, the government has impaired the em- 
bassy's capacity to advance the cause of Israel policy in the U.S. 

If our diplomats in Washington do not have adequate informa- 
tion about decisions and the basis of decisions they are ignored 
not only by the White House and State Department. They are 
also ineffective in dealing with Congressmen and Senators on 
Capitol Hill, which historically has always been accorded high 
priority in Embassy activity. 

The next inevitable step is loss of prestige with the working 
press corps in Washington. And soon even Jewish leaders, es- 
pecially those who have their own pipelines of information to 
Israel, find that their contacts with Israeli diplomats are not 
useful. 

The result is an ineffective, demoralized Embassy, and more 
important, the waste of an essential policy arm of the state. 

Much has been made of Israei's failures in the area ofpublic 
relations — and leading members of the present government 
were the most prominent critics on this subject while in opposi- 
tion. Yet there can be no greater failure than systematically 
depriving the Israel Embassy in Washington, and with it the net 
of consuls in chief cities around the U.5., of the tools to do their 
political and public relations jobs. 

There are signs that in the last few months the Prime Minister 
and the Foreign Minister have become aware of the problem 
they themselves generated. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that as Ambassador Evron takes 
up the burden of arguing Israel's casein the U.S. he will be sup- 
ported rather than undermined from Jerusalem. And if a side 
effect of such a change would be to moderate the undue status 
which Mr. Begin accorded in the last year to the U.S. Embassy 
in Tel Aviv, this too could only serve to advance Trael's in- 
terests.

NO AMOUNT of wiggling and squirming can now obscure the. 
fact that Minister of Agriculture Ariel Sharon is determined to 
maintain operative control of his private farm despite the clear 
conflict of interest it entails. 

More than a year and a quarter after the Asher Committee 
tabled its recommendations for dealing with potential conflict of

The intervening 15 months have been spent in passing the 
buck between the Prime Minister, the Attorney General, 
Knesset committees, and latterly, the State Comptroller. 

The Comptroller, in his report this week to the Knesset State 
Control Committee, has literally thrown up his hands in defeat. 
Responsibility for the matter now passes back to Mr. Begin, 
with whom it lay to begin with. 

Mr. Begin's reluctance to confront Mr. Sharon with an ul- 
timatum of getting rid of his farm or resigning, is understan- 
dable if not condonable. The Prime Minister has a sense of awe 
and admiration for war heroes like Arik Sharon with a record of 
life-long physical bravery. 

Mr. Begin also has a politician's healthy fear of the trouble in- 
herent in the possibility of Sharon's heading an opposition of 
super-hawks within the Likud, if he were forced out of the 
Cabinet. 

The Prime Minister would do well, however, toe consider the 
long-run political costs of permitting Mr. Sharon to continue to 
flout the most elementary concepts of public probity adopted by 
his own Cabinet.

A YEAR AGO in this newspaper, I 
wrote that the real purpose of the 
school system in modern society was 
not to teach, but to provide parking 
lots for children while their parents 
were at work; that it was absurd to 
compel ali children to study, 
regardless of volition and ability; 
and that it was even more absurd to 
do 80 at public expense. 

Now that the teachers’ strike is 
entering its sixth week, there ere 
very clear signs that the system is 
breaking down and that, even if the 
strike were to end tomorrow, it will 
never quite recover its former and 
almost inevitable character. Let us 
Jook at some of the most ominous 


portents. 
,. Public indifference to the strike is 
total. The only people who give it a 
thought are the parents of high- 
school pupils, and most of them do so 
not because they care ἃ hoot about 
the education their children may be 
missing but becauge they don’t know 
what. to do with them while they 
themselves are at work or, worse 
still, when they have to atay at home 
with them, The only group of people 
‘to raise any kind of protest are the 
parents of high school seniors, who 
are worried that the matriculation 
forms are not far off.

NOW THAT DECEMBER 17 has 
passed without the Israel-Egyptian
